Election Shows 
Weakness in 
ROP: Stassen 


WASHINGTON f t — Presider 
tis) disarmament adviser Harold 
E. Stassen, the mal. who tried to 
dump Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon from the GOP ticket, said 
today that the election result* re­ 
vealed a “ serious weakness” 
in 
the Republican Party. 
He said this was evident in the 
GOP loss of both Houses of Con 
gross and a number of governor­ 
ships even though President Els­ 
enhower won a landslide popular 
vote. 
Stassen refused to say whether 
he blamed the Republican loss of 
Congress on Nixon. But in an in­ 
terview with the United Press he 
said; 
“The 
election results 
clearly 
show, on the one hand, the tre­ 
mendous 
popular 
support 
for 
President Eisenhower and his poll 
cies, and on the other hand, seri 
ous weakness of our Republican 
Party in losing both Houses of 
Congress and a number of gover 
norships even though it had the 
advantage 
of 
the 
President’s 
greAt vote. 
“Our 
Republican 
Party must 
rebuild its strength, particularly 
in the ranks of organized labor, 
the small 
businessman and 
the 
family farmer. 
This is essential 
if the Republican Party is to be- i 
come 
a majority 
party 
in the 
United States in the years ahead, j 
“It should be possible to do this 
because millions of these citizens 
have indicated by their votes that 
they approve of President Eisen­ 
hower 
and 
his 
program even 
though he ran under the Republi­ 
can label.” 
The presidential adviser balked 
at discussing Nixon’s influence on 
the election outcome on grounds it 
would not be “constructive for me 
to go over the past situation.” 
He said he is getting along well 
now with Nixon and other mem­ 
bers of the administration. So far, 
he said, there has been no effort 
to clip his authority because of his 
outspoken criticism, and he has 
found Mr. Eisenhower as accessi­ 
ble as ever. 
Stassen said he will automatical­ 
ly submit his resignation 
to the 
President at the close of Mr. Ei­ 
senhower's first term next month, 
but that is merely a formality all 
cabinet officers and special advis 
era follow’ 
He said he will do 
whatever Mr. Eisenhower wants 
him to do to work for peace whe 
it be in his present job as 
disarmament adviser or in some 
other role.

Postal patrons this coming Christ­ 
mas season can speed the process­ 
ing and assure quicker delivery 
of their Christmas 
parcels and 
cards by availing themselves of 
various postal services and free 
postal information pamphlets. Post­ 
master General Arthur E. Sum­ 
merfield announced today. 
The services mentioned by the 
Postmaster General include: 
I. This year, for the first time, 
sealed parcels may be mailed at 
the third- or fourth-class postage 
rates without labels, notations, en­ 
dorsements, or hieroglyphics of any 
kind authorizing the opening of par 
eels for postal inspection. 
Pack­ 
ages sealed with modern sealing 
materials or even with just plain 


Christmas seals should carry bet­ 
ter in the mail than unsealed ones. 
Strong cord should also be used. 
2. Combination Mail, which was 
used for the first time during last 
Christmas season, and which per­ 
mits a mailer to enclose a letter 
or message inside a gift parcel and 
pay the appropriate postage on it 
plus postage for the package itself. 
3. Certified Mail, also used for 
the first time in the 1955 season, 
which permits 
mailers to have 
proof of delivery of Christmas let­ 
ters, cards or parcels having no 
intrinsic value for a postal fee of 
15 cents plus first-class postage. 
4. Registered 
mail which pro­ 
vides greater security protection 
to letters and 
parcels carrying 
items of real financial value. 
5. Special Delivery mail which 
is given immediate delivery at the 
office of address during prescrib­ 
ed hours. 
6. Airmail and air parcel post 
provides quick delivery of cards 
and parcels to all sections of the 
cdUntry. 
The free postal pamphlets—avail 
able at all post offices—are enti­ 
tled “Packaging 
and Wrapping
